The following decision In a noted cose 
•ill be read wilh Inlereat by all organ- 
ized labor men In Lowell: 


The full bench ot Hie Supreme court 


Wednesday afternoon went down IL de- 
cision In tiio ease of Timothy J. Harl- 


ett VH. the Plumbers' Supply namiola- 


tlon of New England, In which it is 
.LOW that the defendant, wiiluli Is or- 
ganized -as a ocelli! organization, lius 
exceeded its powers In sending to Its 
membera notices to the effect thiU Ihe 
plaintiff is a person not of good finan- 
cial standing and ought not to be given 
credit by members of the association. 


Before a single Justice of lihe Supreme 


court, plaintiff's Button, which was for 
leave to fllo an Information in the na- 
ture of quo warronto, was dlfitnlHged, 
but Ihe full court reverses this decision 
and Ilnds that plaJrrlift has a right to 
file the Information. 


The defendant corporation was char 


tered for the purpose of "promoting 
pleasant relations among Its members 
discussing, arbitrating, and settling all 
matters pertaining to tho prosperity 
and promotion of tho Jobbing piumber.H 
supply business, and establishing and 
maintaining « place for social meet- 
ings," 
The corporation consists of 


about 20 firms, 
engaged 
in 
selling 


plumbers' supplies. 


IL makes proceedings against persons 


whom Its members may represent lo it 
as owing Uiem overdue bills, sending 
notices to such persons, nnd also no 
tices to Us members other than 
the 


creditor. The notices Inform the recip- 
ient lhal he Tnust settle or he will nnl 
be given goods by any of the members 
of -the association. It also enters the 
name o£ the delinquent In a book kepi 
for the purpose. 


"In short," says the courl, "them 


proceedings by the association ngalns 
the alleged debtors of Its members, In 
stiluted by the corporation, under hhi 
pretended sanction of 
Its Corcoran 


franchises, are a method of supplanting 
the courts by the private.machinery o 
the corporation; of compelling such 
persons to pay what Its members de- 
mtind.by means of threatening to ex- 
pose to certain dealers their alleged de- 
linquencies, by actually Informtnp; such 
dealers Uiat the persons owe overdue 
accounts, and by preventing such per- 
sons from obtaining credit from a num- 
ber of dealers In goods needed in the 
business In which such persons are en- 
gaged. 


"Oils the corporation claims 
the 
right to do by virtue of its charter. 
A 


majority of the court Is of the opinion 
that tile charter confers upon it no such 
rigljtg. Such proceedings are mil ger- 
mane to the purpose of 'promoting the 
pleasant rela'tions among l^s members 
or of 'establishing and maintaining 
i 


place for social meetlng.s1 


"Assuming'thVtt a corporation might 


he formed lo prosecute the business ol 
[•ollecllng debts due'to the persons wtto 
are members of ttie'defenUant corpora 
lion and of protecting them from sell 
Infr upon credll to irresponsible cus- 
tomers, such a corporation would be a 
business corporation and must be char- 
tered with a capital stock and comply 
with oOier provisions of law." Th 
court concludes that Ihe defendant ha 
anted without right, in violation of th 
rights of the plaintiff. Justice* AJlei 
Knowlton, and Lathrop dissent.

ference who appoints the police of the 
land/,what men are selected as..Judges. 
So lon& as the police power Is In tho 
hands of special Interests opposed to 
tho rights of the people; BO long as the 
courts are In the hands of men who 
have been trained to guard special In- 
terests, so lonjf are the liberties of the 
people Jn danger; but when a part ol 
the people rlao up und declare that, 
every public servant shall look first to 
the rights of the masses and second to 
the Interests of a party then we shall 
have at-last an executive and judiciary 
that will have more feeling for the rights 
of the people than we have known be- 
fore In the land." 


Mr. Wllllama .then proceeded to ex- 


plain "an extraordinary law of 1895" 
wherein' the directors of a street rail- 
way company are allowed to name an 
unlimited number of employes ns special 
police odicera, thus providing "an army 
of men picked out by a corporation 
who have the full police power given 
them, and they may destroy life or 
malm our citizens, and the corporation 
which lias practically appointed them is 
under no responsibility whatever. Now 
I am. prepared to say that such a taw 
as that could hardly be printed in the 
statute books of Turkey Itself. 
The 


German people; much less the French, 
would have been in open revolt against 
such a law, and yet this patient people 
of ours stands by without a groan. 
11 


Is our responsibility that such laws are 
passed,- and It Is because of such laws 
that I appeal for a party that will not 
allow such laws to be placed upon the 
statute hooks. (Applause). 
You have 


not forgotten Homestead, and only a 
few days ago we saw the law again 
perverted for a private company; "'anfl 
we see what may come to us in Massa- 
chusetts If such private 
armies are 


allowed, to he established. 
Now I do 


not wish to Inflame the passion of men 
against such an act as that of the sheriff. 
at T^attimer, but 1 do wish to inflame the1 
hearts nnd minds of freemen so that 
auch methods shall not be required in 
a free land. •' T want to warn the people 
of this state that they must take matters 
Into their own hands so that hereafter 
no man Is given the authority of the law 
except one who IB wholly interested In 
tho maintenance of peace and order. 


"Now let me point to the Judiciary. 


How soon will It be before courts of 
equity will take charge of our offices 
and our elections? 
How soon will it be 


before the executive power sees to It 
that political partisans are placed upon 
the bench? 
There is hut one remedy, 


and that is to place In power only ex- 
ecutives who will uphold the consti- 
tution and place on the bench men who 
con not be suspected of such frame of 
mind as 1ms displayed Itself in some 
judges."

The Sport of "Big Ball, the Na/ 


tional Game of Italy—Similar 
In Many Ways to Tennis and 
Racquets, 


Few spectators of-the modern game 


Df lawn tennls'know whence we derive 
our chalked ]tries! the' central net, the 
graceful gestures nnd rapid strokes. A 
jnomcnt'a thought sullices to convince 
us that Ja.ss'n te'nnis boasts Italian ori- 
gin. Not by brute strength but by rapid 
calculation and agility of limb are the 
points 'gained. 
And not far. In Italy 


fi«d we travel ere. we find in .Milan,

Now. for whatever Italians may be

There Is being made an effort In Italy 


to arouse an Interest En pallone outside 
of the professional sporting circles, by 
whom now alone it Is performed, and 


,t Kalian colleges and universities 


dhouHl take up the sport and play It as 
English college men do cricket 
and 


Americans baseball. 


This game of pnllone (big ball), whose 


yules are so simple * us almost to ap- 
peal; childish, is played upon an oblong 
court 100 by ?S meters In extent. It la 
divided crosswise in the center by 
Q 


ne. The players are nine, four on each 


side and one pitcher. The implements 
are a leather air filled ball, 10 to 12 cen- 
timeters In diameter, and a bracclnle. 
This last consists of a cylindrical wood- 
en glove, weighing six pounds, made all 
In one piece, cut to fit the hand Inside 
and outside studded with hard wood 
teeth and bound with steel bands. The' 
players arrange themselves near the 
two extremes of the court, four on each 
'side, and the pitcher takes his place In 
a square t:age In the center of. one cud 
of the court. 


One set of players Is called tho az- 


zurrl tblues), the other rossl -(reds). 


Tho game U begun by the battltarc 
(pitcher) serving tht> ball to each of 
the receivers on the opposite -sldo In 
turn. The ball must go over the cord 
extended In the middle of the court, like 
the central net of the tennis ground. 
touch the ground once on each side atid 
be returned to the player on the ex- 
treme left of the other side.

with the wooden glove, re-returned and

This game dates from the sixteenth 


century, nnd In many of the provincial 
Italian towns the hracclnli count their 
years ot active service by the hun- 
dreds. 
They iire handed rtoivn from 


generation to generation, usually be- 
longing to the noble family of the 
place, and loaned ~lo each succeeding 
player as he makes hi a ropulatlon on 
the field. Tho costume? of silk and 
brocade are rich In the extreme, for 
here the Ilnllan can give his fancy for 
bright colors free play, and some of 
the more noted players adopt the an- 
cient costume or livery of their patrons. 


If Italian boys and youths could be 


Induced to lake more Interest In ath- 
letics, their school life, which by them 
Is looked upon as a forced confinement 
and banishment 
from, all 
pleasure, 


would hold attractions, and In the In- 
tercourse with the schools and colleges 
of other nations, which common apnrta 
nntl common amusements only

tions. Skill does not suffice to Insure 
victory. The wind has to be reckoned 
with, the Intangible psychic condition 
of ench player and so forth. 


Outside Piedmont and Tuscany, the 


classic grounds of pallone, the. game Is 
Improperly played, an India rubber ball, 
"the ball of children," Is taken In tho 
place of Its leathern brother, and the 
rules are neglected and softened to 
weaklier demands. There was a time 
when a game of jmllone was one of the 
chief 
spectacles 
offered 
to 
foreign 


princely visitors, being played In richly 
decorated courts to tho sound of trum- 
pets, horns and cymbals. In the pres- 
ence of distinguished citizens, and spe- 
cial tribunes to see It were run up, for 
the seats In which fabulous prices were 
paid- In cases of doubtful victory the 
pros and cons of the various sides were 
gravely 'discussed Ijy statesmen, and 
scientific professors and International 
commissions were even called to decide 
concerning the points of dispute at Is- 
sue. 


Tn Rome only last century the great 


patricians had pallone courts within 
their pulaces and protected and dressed 
the players at their own expense. Nay, 
when Clement XTT died. It was arranged 
that a special aeries of games should be 
played nt the Kelvedpre to divert tho 
cardinals confined 
for the 
conclave. 


These games were witnessed by the car- 
dinals with the keenest interest from 
the windows of the Vatican. Nor did the 
ladles In those days lake less Interest 
than their menfolk In the sport, while 
nowadays ladles are not often seen In 
the courts. Formerly, too, crack players 
were summoned from different cities, 
Just as now we engage some great art- 
ist or actor, and the defeat of a citizen 
would be taken to heart by the whole 
population of a town.

A New Foot Brake, 


English bicyclists are much taken 


with a foot brake Just Introduced. It Is 
hinged-to the tube Just In front of the 
crank bracket by a single attachment, 
and on the foot nr feet being pressed 
upon the lever tho spoon or block fixed 
at the other end is brought Into contact 
with the tire Just behind the chain 
wheel. This brake Is used In combina- 
tion with foot rests fixed upon the tube 
Instead of upon the fork of the front 
wheel, so that when the rider Is run- 
ning down hill with feet on the rests 
the brake Is Instantly available. 
The 


method has various advantages. It Is 
of unlimited power, operates on the rear 
wheel. Is simple and not likely to get 
out of order and Is easily and quickly 
attached and detached. It Is, moreover, 
fairly accessible when pedaling, as the 
foot can be pressed on It In a. moment. 
It will fit most machines, and its weight 
complete is said to be 22 ounces. 


With 11C minutes to ride, Cordang had 
equaled Huret's full total of 66* miles 
1,510 yards. In the balance of time at 
his disposal the Dutchman covered 61 
mllea and some yards, piling up a total 
score of 616 miles 340 yards by tho time 
the pistol fired. 


His stoppages, three In number, only 


occupied 19 minutes during the 24 hours. 
While riding ho occasionally sponged 
his face and took food, consisting of 
broth, chicken, bananas, eggs and oth- 
er easily digested articles. Although a 
voracious feeder,Cordang did not over- 
load himself with food during this ride. 
He was In splendid form as the finish 
approached. 


In the final hour he covered 28 miles 


1,440 yards, or 745 yards more than in 
the first. The six hundredth mile was 
done In 1:-I8 2-5, ami the five hundred 
and ninety-seventh In 1:67 H-6. As this 
would Indicate, he finished In splendid 
condition. 
During the whole ride he 


was cheerful and self possessed, occa- 
sionally demandlt\g faster 
pace.

try will not starve this winter, for soon 
there will be through trains leaving the 
Pac|flc coast dally for Dawson. City, if 
Secretary Algtr of the "War Department 
and George T. Glover, a Chicago lum- 
ber merchant, know what they are talk- 
ing about. 
Mr. Glover haa Invented 


what is knoXvn as a hoc snow wheel lo- 
comotive, which has been In active 
operation during the past two winters 
hauling logs in several of the largest 
lumber camps In Michigan. One of those 
camps is owned by Secretary Alger.wno 
thus has had a most practical teat of 
the locomotive's effectiveness. 


-Mr. Glover's Idea Is to run provision 


trains from the coast'over the snow and 
the frozen rivers and lakes to Dawson 
City, Three, routes -are spoken of for 
this snow engine road. One route Is 
from SI. Michael oyer'to the Yukon, and 
so on up the river on the Ice to. th? 
mouth of the Klondyke. Another route 
Is from t>yea, through Chllllkat Pass; or 
•"White Pass, as it is called now*, and so 
; on "830 miles to Fort Selkirk, at the 
Junction of the Lewis and Pclly rivers, 
which form the Yukon. Thence down 
the Yukon 20 miles to Dawson City. 


Several hundred miners are already 


at work laying a corduroy road through 
there.

Glover says his locomotive will have no 
trouble 'with it.

IN FOREIGN LANDS. 


Progress nrul civilization arc making 


great strides in the treatment ami re- 
gard In which women are being held In 
Home of the so culled civilized countries 
of. the old world. 
Whereas In former 


llnios women have been regarded ns 
mere beasts of burden und workers In 
the Interest ot their lords and mixsters. 
now the old order is rapidly changing 
and passing: awny, 


It Is still true, however, that In many 


cases, even In the most civilized coun- 
tries, women are compelled to fearful 
drudEei-y. Witness the workers In the 
coal mines of England, the woman who 
toil In the Holds In Germany and the 
Netherlands. 
But 
these 
things 
uro 


imsslng away by. slow degrees, and In 
no case hns so great a change been 
wrought In a short time as In the little 
country of Montenegro, in the Ditlkun 
mountains, north of Turkey. 


Hemmed In on nil sides by the Otto- 


inpn empire, the little slate preserved 
fur centuries all Us social arrangements 
Intact. 
But now that it has 
finally 


achieved independence and has been ac- 
knowledged as nan ot Europe Its ruler 
hns time to turn his attention to other 
than purely warlike matters, and con- 
sequently the changes which In Europe 
have been the work of centuries are In 
Montenegro 
being 
accomplished 
In 
years. 


For nearly 600 years the black moun- 


taineers • watched-wlth their arms in 
their hands to repel a Turkish attack or 


Ion and politely asked pardon for men- 
tioning such a subject. 


But though the Montenegrin women 


were the- beasts--of burden and the 
slaves of their husbands and fathers 
they wore not humiliated In any way! 
A svoman's person was sacred. 
She 


might not Le to.uo.hed or harmed and 
could pass alone through the wildest 
parts or the country without fear. The 
stranger was given a womun or girl for 
guide as a sign that he was a friend 
and might be trusted to go anywhere. 
Tlie husband, as became a warrior, pro- 
tected his wife and family, and the 
ties of family were recognized in all 
their force, the widows of any member 
being supported by the rest of the 
house. Moreover, by the code of Danllo, 
the woman has the same legal rights as 
the man. The daughter and the son 
share alike on the death of the parents, 
and the widow receives her husband's 
share of the family property. For a 
woman to be unfaithful to her husband 
Is extremely rare. 
By Danilo's code 


both culprits were put to death, the 
woman being stoned, as It Is improper 
to raise arms against those who carry 
none.

will unfit them for heavy ,abor, and 
that their glimpse of the position of 
fairly well to do women In Europe will 
mnkc them unwilling to be beasU of 
burden, while the men Idle through long 
years of peace, parading useless weap- 
ons and standing In readiness to b« 
called out to fight an enemy who never 
comes 
But If the Montenegrin con- 


tinues to think work beneath the dig- 
nity of a warrior, after his wife has 
risen from her condition of slavery th» 
barren rooks will refuse the scanty 
crops they now yield, arid an Increased 
subsidy from both Russia and Austria 
will alone aave the little principality 
from ruin. 


For the time being the position of 


ha f educated girls In theMontenegrin 
villages is a very awkward-one. Many 
of them become governesses, but they 
must needs be In the mlnority.and those 
who do not reach so high a standard of 
excellence are out of place when they 
return lo their native cottages 
They 


cannot work and they are not wanted to 
teach, and, though greatly Improved 
and emancipated, they suffer from be- 
ing more advanced than the rest of Ihe 
country people. In time, as the older 
generation 
dies 
off 
and 
education 


spreads, this Isolation will disappear, 
but meantime those In the forefront of 
the change must suffer. 


Perhaps peace and independence will 


bring about what the Turks could never 
effect. 
Now that the tide of Islamlsm 


has ebbed away from the rocks of Mon- 
tenegro, all reason for the existence of 
the little principality as a separate 
ctate has alao passed away. Montene- 
gro la but 
a part of Herzegovina, 


ond now that that province Is no longer 
ruled by the Turks, but administered by 
a Christian power, the necessity for a 
Slav state artificially separated 
from 


other Slav states Is rapidly and obvi- 
ously ceasing to exist. In the old days 
the men were warriors and the women 
workers; but now the men will have to 
do their slinre ot the work, and the 
education 
and 
emancipation of 
the 


women is one of the first symptoms, as 
it will assuredly be one of .the final 
causes, of Montenegro finally ceasing 
to exist as a separate, Isolated and In- 
dependent stale, at any rate with her 
present restricted boundaries.

CHICAGO,'Oct. 18.—I me>n friend of 


earlier years hero tho other day who 
started ill life as a minister with bright 
prospects. My first question nfter our 
'mutual greetings was with regard to 
hie professional progress. 


"I'll 
bo frank with you," ho said, 


"lam not preaching any moro. That is, 
1 have no church of my own, though/1 
occasionally do a littlo talking from the 
pulpit on Sunday mornings. You ECO, I 
discovered thnt I wasn't fitted for tho 
ministry, and I gave it up. What am I 
doing? Well, I'll tell you, but you 
mustn't rejioat any names if you nso 
the information I give you. I'm run- 
ning a rotary press in n big eastern pub- 
lishing houso. Tho publisher was n col- 
lege olassrunto of mine, nnd when I lost 
my last ministerial charge ho suggested 
that I should read manuscript for him. 
But that didn't pay very well,"arid I 
couldn't stand it. Jnstlheu thoro was a 
strike in his pressrooms, aud it was EUg- 
gestcd thnt 1 should try if I could han- 
dle f.ie rotary. 


"Well, 1 tried, succeeded pretty well 


end hnvo bcuu nt it ever Biiico. I'm ont 
hero on a vicit now, but when I'm east 
l.watuh tho machine rolling tho paper 
through eight'or ten hours a day ovory 
wcv.iday ns regular ns any pressman 
bred to tho trade. Yes, I like it well 
enough. The pay is hotter than I could 
get preaching in country ohorchus, anc 
I liavo to pleaso only one boss, who 
knows his business. When I was preach- 
ing, I had to pleaso'a good many who 
didn't know what they wero tnlkihg 
about. I shall never preach regularly 
again." 


Now, although thero are nearly 47,- 


000 moro churches than 
ministers, 


clergymen aud priests in tho United 
States—tho figures for 1S90 being ISO,- 
OflO ministers and 163,701 churches- 
there aro thousands and thousands of 
ministers who occupy no pulpit rcgu- 
hifly.' Many of them nro incapacitated 
by ago or illness, bnt they aro not more 
numerous than thoso who, like my 
friend, have left tho pulpit because the 
work did not plense them or because 
they could do better from a financial 
viewpoint than to remain in. regular 
pastoral work. 
• 


It would hardly be feasible to gather 


accurate statistics regarding tho occupa- 
tions theso pulpitlcss miuistcrs drift in- 
to, but it is perfectly eafo to say that 
tlioso who become pressmen nrp very 
few indeed. Possibly the largest num- 
ber nro college professors and teachers, 
though thero is not nearly EO olosb a 
boiid as formerly between tho college 
ond'tho church, yet teaching of all pro- 
fessions is most ersily taken up by a 
man who has been trained for tho ruin- 
istry. 
. 


Keligions journalism has absorbed 


ninny. Of tho religions newspapers and 
periodicals published in the United 
States a largo proportion ore edited by 
ministers. Nearly every, ono of tho 
greater church papers is so edited, 
thongh iu some cases tho editors are 
also pastors. Occasionally a minister 
goes into secular journalism, bnt fail- 
ure is generally tlio result. Some of iny 
readers aro familiar no doubt with tho 
young preacher from Nowark, N. J., 
who became n reporter, bnt could not 
stand tho strain after the quieter lifo of 
tho minister, became a despondent and 
killed himself with cocaine. 


'Occasionally a preacher leaves tho 


pnlpit for tho stage, aa did the Ilev. 
Mr. Milne. His is tho only cose of that 
sort that conies to mind at this mo- 
ment, thongh I remember a. Rev. Mr. 
Reynard who turned sceno painter aud 
frescocr of churches nftcr several years 
of preaching to straggling country 
churches. More often they turn to tho 
)nw, like tho Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost. 
He did not make a brilliant legal light, 
and the Fame can probably bo said of 
nearly every clergyman lawyer. 


In almost every big city there are 


some ministers who fall into tbo exec- 
utive work of organized charitiea Many 
enter tho employment of tho official 
boards of their denomination. Twenty 
or 30 years ago tho calling of (ho col- 
porteur, or distributer of Bibles nnd 
tracts gratuitously or very cho.iply, was 
tho refuge of ninny unplaced ministers, 
but colportngo seems to havo gono ont 
largely of Into years. Tho clerical lec- 
turer, however, is Btill abroad in tho 
land in good force, though temperance 
is by no means BO generally tho subject 
of tho lecturers ns formerly. 


Keariy overy dcnomlnntion makes 


fomo provision for itn clergymen who 
have grown old and worn in faithful 
pulpit service, tho Methodist Episcopal 
church undoubtedly leading in that di- 
rection.

Ono of tho two carrouixdes referred to 


was taken from tbo field by Cornet 
Charles Cooper of Colouol William 
Campbell's brigade. Another was suved 
by his cbmrddo John Carter. Tho third 
of these Revolutionary relies is in the 
possession of tho (Jheathnms, relative* 
of General Cheathaui of Tennessee. 


John Carter returned to Virginia aft- 


er tho war and married Elizabeth Hill, 
bnt Ch.irles Cooper, finding Ninety-six 
n pleasant spot, lingered there long 
enough to marry tho beantiful sister of 
Billy Bcnlo, n noted partisan who caus- 
ed more annoyance to Bloody Bill Cun- 
ningham, known as the "bloody scout," 
than any other of tho famous rangers of 
the day. Cunningham onco said to the 
sister of Hilly Bcale, "Give mo my 
breakfast, nnd d 
d quick too." 


For this and similar insults, Bealo 


chased him np and down old Ninety-six 
creek for mouths, each shooting at the 
other whenever ho conld. 


This Charles 'Cooper, who settled 


there, is tho father of Reuben Cooper, 
known in nil that section ns "Undo 
Reuben," to whom both of tlio carron- 
odes descended. It isa matter of histor; 
that thcso liltle twins of thoRcvolution 
were fired overy Fourth of .Inly from n 
hill at tho back of Mr. Cooper's resi- 
dence from 1781 to 1850. 


Tho last timo they were used in sa- 


lute was at a barbecue given in honor 
of Preston S. Brooks aftor his escapade 
in tho senate with Charles Snraner. It 
will bo remembered that he tendered 
his resignation to congress and returned 
home, bat ho was re-elected by' tho 
unanimous vote of his district. 


"Uncle Reuben" was asked to loan 


his littlo Revolutionary six pounder, no 
other piece of ordnance being nt hand. 
Tho old geutlcinan replied, "i'ou nre 
welcome to tho gun, hut remember I 
don't approve of the caning." Tho can- 
non bnrst while being discharged, and 
that was tho last time its warlike voice- 
was ever heard echoiug over tho hill* 
and valleys of old Ninety-six. 


In view of tho possibility of their 


loss, it seems a pity that these interest- 
ing relics aro not in somo museum or 
historical society, whero thoy nmy be 
safely guarded and exhibited as a part 
of Hovolutionary history.

Booth 
Tucker and Ills followers. 


The settlement may .be started In :i

tered for the purpose of "promoting 
lileusant relations among its members 
diicuBBlng, arbltnuinjr, nnd settling n.11

cind promotion ot the Jobbing plumbers' 
supply business, mid establishing and 
maintaining a place for social meet- 
ings." 
The corporation consists ot 


about 20 firms, enraged

plumbers' supplies. 


It makes proceedings against persons 


whom Its members may represent to It 
ae owing thorn' overdue bills, aendlng 
notices to sucn pei-sons, and also no- 
tices to Its members other than 
the 


creditor. The notices Inform the reclp 
lent that he mimt settle or he will not 
be given goods by any of the members 
of -the association, It also enters the 
name of the delinquent In a book kepi 
for the purpose. 


'In short," says the court, "these 


. iceedliien by the association agnlnst 
the alleged dobtora of Its members, in- 
stituted by the corporation, under Uie 
pretended sanction of 
Its 
corporate 


franchises, are a method of supplanting 
the courts by Uie private machinery ot 
the corporation; of compelling such

A New Foot Brake* 


English bicyclists are mucli taken 


with a foot brake Just Introduced. H is 
hintfed to (ho tube just In front of the 
crank bracket by a single attachment, 
and on tho foot or fept being1 pressed 
upon Iho level- thp spoon or block fixed 
at the other end is brought Into contact 
tvlth the Ure .tnst behind the chain 
wheel. This brake In used In combina- 
tion with foot rests fixed upon the tube 
instead of upon \hc fork of the front 
wheel, so that when the rider Js run- 
ning down hill with feet on the rests 
the brake is Instantly available. The 
method has various, advantages. It Is 
of unlimited pow&r. operates on the rear 
wheel. In simple and not likely to get 
out of order and Is easily and quickly 
attached and detached. It Is, moreover, 
fairly accessible when pedaling, as the 
foot can be pressed on It in a moment. 
It will fit most machines, and Its weight 
complete is said to be 32 ounces. 


With 116 minutes to ride, Cordnng had 
equnldd Huret's full total of 6CI miles 
1,610 yards. In the balance af time at 
his disposal the D'utchman covered 61 
miles and aome yards, piling up a total 
score of C16 miles 3JO yards by the time 
the pistol fired. 


His stoppages, three In number, only 


occupied 10 minutes during the 24 hours. 
While riding he occasionally spimged 
his face and took food, consisting of 
broth, chicken, bnnanns, eggs nnd oth- 
or easily digested articles.

As this 
would Indicate, he finished In splendid 
condition. During the whole ride he 
was cheerful and self possessed, occa- 
sionally demanding faster pace. He 
never had a hail time. 


When the pistol fired, Cordang eased

SNOW TRAIN PROPOSED TO RUN-TO KLONDYKE. 


Gold hunters In the Klondyke coun- 


try will not starve this winter, for soon 
there will be through.trains leaving the 
Pacific coast dally for Dawstm City, If 
.Secretary Alger of the War Department 
and George T. Glover, a Chicago lum- 
ber merchant, know what they are-talk- 
ling about. 
Mr. Glover has" invented 


'what Is known as "a hoc snow wheel lo- 
comotive^ which -has beeii In an live 
operation during1 the past two winters 
hauling logs in several of the largest 
lumber camps in Michigan. One of these 
camps Is owned by Secretary Alcer.who 
thus has had a moat'practical test ol 
the loeom.otlve's effectiveness. 
air. Glover's Idea Is to run provision 


trains from the coast over the snow and 
the frozen rivers and lakes to Dawson 
City; 'Three routes- are spoken of for 
this snow engine road.- One route Is 
frpm St. Michael.over to the Yukon, and 
so on up the river on "the Ice to the 
motith- of the Kl&ndyke. Another route 
Is from Dyea, through Chllllkat Pass, or 
.White Pass, as 11 Is callad now, and so 
on 350 miles to Fort Selkirk, at the 
junction of. the T^ewis and Felly rivers, 
which form the Yukon. Thence down 
the Yukon 20 miles to Dawson City. 


Several hundred miners are already 


at \yqrk laying a co.rd.urpy road through 
there. The steepest grade In the whole 
pass is said to be fifteen feet In a hun- 
dred. That Is pretty steep, but air. 
Glover says his locomotive wUl have no 
trouble with It. White Pass has been 
growing In favor with argonauts,*for It 
Is '1,000 feet lower than Chl|coot Pass, 
fifty niljes to the southeast, which was 
used almost exclusively at first. 
' The third route Is from Fort Wrangel, 
sixty miles east and a little to the south 
of SItka, up to .the.head of Ihe SUkliie 
Riyer,'and thence 115 miles across to 
Ijaic^e" TesHn, which 'empties Into the 
Ilootallriqua River.' The latter. In turn, 
ejiiptles Into 'the' Lewis. 
By following 


these natural "waterways Glover's train 


would have probably the course offering 
;he 'least resistance, albeit 
a little 


longer. 


The Yukon route Is regarded by many 


as too far out of the way. and further- 
more, as dangerous, on account of the 
rapids which'abound, and are likely to 
make the Ice unsafe. 
Mr. Glover him- 


self favors the route from Fort Wran- 


l—the "waterway vouie," as 
It Is 


called. 


"There are only two places In 
the 


whole SOO miles where I expect to 
find any hindrance," he pays.. "I can 
go up the Stlklne River IM miles to 
Telegraph Creek and then 
half 
way 


over' to Lake TesHn, without trouble, 
but the latter half ot the way to the 
lake Is wooded," and I'expect to have 
some clea.rlng to do. That sort of work 
] am used fo, however. v 


"I can take up men enough" on one 


train to walk right through that forest 
once they have decided what-route to 
clear. A path IB blazed through there 
already, T believe. "The lake nnd the 
rivers away down to Dawson City and 
on lo the mouth are frozen thick seven 
mopths of the year, and are covered 
wilh four,or five, or even ten, feet of 
snow. That Is jyat the stuff I travel on. 
It makes the best roadbed I could have. 


"We may have to leave the river down 


at Flve-FJnger Rapids. It depends, of 
course, on how thjck the ice-Is. I"rather 
think It will hold If'we keep close to the 
bank. At all events we cau make a 
detour on land without "serious Incon- 
venience. It should riot take much over 
a week >to mako the run 'th^e first trip. 
and later, when the road is well packed, 
we can do It In four days. 


"Secretary Algcr proposes running a 


train out from each end of the road 
every dn.y. Allowing each train to stop 
over twenty-four hours at each end of 
the road, U would need at least twelve 
trains to carry out 
the Secretary's 
plaii."

UNPLACED MINISTERS, 


Occupation* to Wlilch Tlioj Turn \Yli*a 


I'ulDlt. Are Not AiiilI.UI.. 
[Special Corre»pondonoe.] 


CniCAOO, Oot 18.—I mot a friend of 


earlier years hero tho other day who 
started in lifo as a minister with bright 
prospects. My first question after our 
mutual greetings was with regard to 
his professional progress. 


"I'll 
bo frank with yon," ho said. 


"I am not prearhiug miy more. That is, 
I have no church of zuy own, though I 
occasionally do a littlo talking from tho 
pulpit on Sunday mornings. You BOO, I 
discovered that 1 wasn't fitted for tho 
ministry, and I g;ivo it up. What am I 
doing? Well, I'll tell you, but you 
mustn't repeat any names if you use 
the information I givo you. I'm run- 
ning a rotary press in a big easfern pub- 
lishing house. Tho publisher was a col- 
lego classmate of mine, and when I lost 
iny last ministerial charge ho suggested 
that I should rend manuscript for him. 
But that didn't pay very well, and I 
couldn't stand it. Just then there was a 
strike in his pressrooms, and it was sug- 
gested that 1 should try if I could han- 
dle rtjo rotary. 


"Well, I tried, succeeded pretty well 


and hnve been at it over since. I'm out 
hero on a vult now, but when I'm east 
1 watch tho machine rolling tho paper 
through eight or ton hours a day every 
wt.aday as regular as any pressman 
bred to tho trade. Yes, I liko it well 
enough. Tlio pay is better than I could 
get preaching in country churches, and 
I have to please only one boss, who 
knows his business. When I was preach- 
ing, I had to please- a good many who 
didn't know what thoy were talking 
about. I shall never preach regularly 
again." 
/ 


Now, 
although thero are nearly 47,- 


OCO 
moro churches than ministers, 


clergymen mid priests in tho United 
States—tho figures for 1800 being 186,- 
GGO ministers aud 188,761 churches— 
thero ore thousands and thousands of 
ministers who occupy no pulpit regn- 
larly. Many of them are incapacitated 
by ago or illness, but thoy are not more 
numerous than those who, liko my 
friend, have left tho pulpit because the 
work did not please them or because 
they conld do better from a financial 
viewpoint than to remain in regular 
pastoral work. 


It would hardly bo feasible to gather 


accurate Etalisticsregarding tho occupa- 
tions theso pulpitless ministers drift in- 
to, but It is perfectly Eafo to Eay that 
those who become pressmen aro very 
few indeed. Possibly the largest num- 
ber are collrgo professors and teachers, 
though there is not nearly so close a 
boud as formerly between the college 
and the church, yet teaching of all pro- 
fessions is most ersily taken up by a 
man who has been trained for tho min- 
istry. 


Religions jonrnnliem has absorbed 


many. Of tho religious newspapers and 
periodicals published in tho United 
States a largo proportion aro edited 'by 
ministers. Nearly every ono of tho 
greater church papers is 
EO edited, 


though in some cases tho editors are 
also pastors. Occasionally n minister 
goes into Eccolnr journalism, but fuil- 
nro is generally tho result. Some of my 
readers are familiar no doubt with the 
young preacher from Newark, N. J., 
who becaino n reporter, but conld not 
stand tho strain after the qnietcr lifo of 
tho minister, became a despondent and 
killed himself with cocaino. 


Occasionally a preacher leaves tho 


pulpit for the stage, as did the Rov. 
ilr. ililne. His is the only case of that 
sort that comes to mind at this mo- 
ment, though 1 remember a Rev. ilr. 
Roynard who turned Bccue painter and 
freecocr of churches after several years 
of preaching to struggling country 
churches. .More often they turn to tho 
law, liko tho Rev. Hugh O. Pentecost. 
Ho did not make a brilliant legal light, 
and the same can probably'bo said of 
ucariy every clergyman lawyer. 


In almost every big city there aro 


eorno ministers who fall into the exec- 
utive workof organized charities. Many 
enter tho employment of the official 
boards of their denomination. Twenty 
or 30 yc-irs ago the calling of- tho col- 
porteur, or distributer of Bibles and 
tracts gratuitously or very cheaply, was 
thu refngo of many unplaced ministers, 
but colporfago seems to have gone ont 
largely of late years. The clerical lec- 
turer, however, i a itill abroad in the 
laud in good force, though temperance 
is by no means no generally ti« enbjeot 
of the lecturers aa formerly. 


Nearly every denomination mikes 


come provision for IU clergymen who 
have grown old and worn la faithful 
pulpit Ecrvice, tho Method lit Splieoptl 
chnrch undoubtedly lofuJZatf In th*t di-.

two relics of tho Revolution which. If 
thoy could ipeak, would toll of war and 
bloodshed, of British nrrognuio anil 
part lean loyalty, of Marion's strategy, 
of Qrecno's Intrepidity, of ICosclusko'a 
skillful engineering and of tha "bloody 
scout's" bntchory. 


They aro six pouudcroarrouadea, only 


2% feet iu length, mid aro as scarred 
and Btmmed in old soldiers. Although 
no larger than toy guus of today, thoy, 
witb ouo similar, formed thoentlro bat- 
tery of tho old Star fort nt tho slcgo of 
Nlnoty-sls; iu liny, 17,81, in this state. 


This fort and station was cnlloil 


Niuoty-slx bccAuso It was within Oil 
miles of tho frontier fort, Prince George. 
It was situated In tho eastern portion 
of Abbovillo district, near tho border of 
Edgofiold, which is utill known an "the 
fighting district" of South Carolina: 
Theso two districts, now culled conn- 
ties, by tho way, havo turned out more 
prominent men than any other ton dis- 
tricts in tho fitato, among them Cal 
homi, MoDutMo, Brooks, Butler, Pick- 
ens, Noblo, the Oheathama, Coopers, 
Carters, ilayes, Evans, Gorys and scores 
of others. Tho old Waddoll school was 
near Ninety-six, wboro McDufno, with 
many of tho brightest lights of tho 
ttnto, received his onrly education. It 
was in this Kchool thut Cnlhoun's flrat 
oratorical ability developed itself.

Ono of th'o two cnrronndes referred to 


was taken from tbo field by Comet 
Charles Cooper of Colonol William 
Campbell's brigade. Another was saved 
by his coinrado John Carter. The third 
of theso Revolutionary rblios is in tho 
possession of the Cheathams, relative* 
of General Chentham of Tennessee. 


John Carter returned to Virginia aft- 


er tho war ami married Elizabeth Hill, 
but Charles Cooper, finding Ninety-six 
a pleasant spot, lingered thoro long 
euongh to marry the beautiful sister of 
Billy Bcalo, n noted partisan who caus- 
ed moro annoyance to Bloody Bill Cun- 
ningham, known as tlie "bloody scout, 
than any other of tho famous rangers of 
tho day. Cunningham once said to tho 
sister of Billy Beale, "Givo mo my 
breakfast, aiid.d 
d quick too." 


For this nnd similar Inanltg, Beale 


chased him up aud down old Ninety-six 
creek for months, ench shooting at the 
other whenever ho could. 


This Charles Cooper, who settled 


there, is tho father of Henben Cooper, 
known In all that sectlou us "Undo 
Ronbon," to whom both of the cnrron- 
arles descended. It is a matter of history 
that theso littlo twins of the Revolution 
were fired every Ifonrth of July from a 
hill at tho back of Mr. Cooper's resi- 
dence from 1781 to 1S58. 


Tho last thno'they were used In sa- 


luto WHS at a barljecuo given in honor 
i>f Preston S. Brooks after his escapado 
In tho senate with Charles Samner. It 
will bo remembered that he tendered 
his resignation to congress and returned 
home, but he wns ro-electcd by tho 
unanimous Tote of his district. 


"Undo Reuben" wns asked to loan 


his littlo Revolutionary six pounder, no 
other picco of ordnanco being nt hand. 
The old gentleman replied, "You are 
welcome to tho gun, but remember I 
dou't approve of tho caning." Tho can- 
non burst while being discharged, and 
that was tho last timo its warlike voico 
was ever beard echoing over tho bills 
nnd valleys of old Ninety-six. 


In viow of tho possibility of thoir 


losj?, it seems a pity that theso Interest- 
ing relics aro not in some mnseura'or 
historical society, whero thoy may be 
safely guarded and exhibited as n part 
of Revolutionary history.

EFORE the war bloodhounds wpre 
used in the iUiilted Slatca only by 
slave owners - to track escaped 


slave?, but-at the present time there 


• are kennels ol these hounds in every 
state of the Union,' and "they nre kept 
and bred for the use oC the police and 
state oflictals to track criminals. 


In many states the dogs are owned by 


the counties or by private person?. Fre- 
quent chases have been made In late 
years, some of them with • startling re- 
sults. In no case has the nncfent tra- 
dition of mutilation of the hunted been 
borne out. The beliel In the ungovern- 
able ferocity of .these hounds has -been 
dissipated like an ugly dream. 


In the slavery days negroes who fled 


to the north to escape their l>pnds were 
tracked through 
the fastnesses and 


dense undergrowth of the south with 
dogs. But each able bodied slave was 
worth from ?500 to Jl.&OO. "Whar slave 
owner would track these poor fellows 
with dogs that would kill them? The 
gratification of spite would Hi repay 
such a commercial loss. 
Men In the 


south are much 03 other men, Money 
and property are of value to them as 
well as in the north. They hunted (heir 
scampering slaves, but they in most 
ra-ses took tho precaution of using dogs 
which would not harm the hunted if not 
molested when the chape ciided. Jf the 
poor -wretch showed fight or endeavored 
to continue fighting, then, Indeed, trou- 
ble ensued. But, frightened by the deep 
mouthed baying of Ihe brutes, few of 
the poor blacks cared to face an en- 
counter with them. 


I.Iloodhounds of the true breed were
